CONDITION  TERMINOLOGY  FOR  PAPER 


Gem  Unc.  (Gem  Uncirculated)  -  The  perfect  uncirculated  item,  clean,  bright,  vivid, 
crisp  (where  paper  permits),  well-margined,  unimprovable,  without  folds. 

Choice  Unc.  (Choice  Uncirculated  -  A  lovely  uncirculated  item,  having  only  a  hint  of 
aging  or  unevenness  of  the  margins,  face  or  back,  or  narrow  margins  which  take  it 
out  of  the  “Gem”  class. 

Unc.  (Uncirculated)  -  As  made  or  issued,  but  margins  may  be  poor,  the  item  lightly 
aged,  with  border  trimming. 

Choice  AU  (Choice  Almost  Uncirculated)  -  Essentially  a  mishandled  uncirculated  item 
with  deficiencies  like  a  comer  fold,  teller  counting  smudge  or  count  wrinkling. 

AU  (Almost  Uncirculated)  -  There  is  one  fold,  a  teller  counting  smudge  or  counting 
wrinkling  present. 

EF  (Extremely  Fine)  -  An  item  which  may,  at  first  glance,  look  uncirculated  but 
which  has  several  petty  folds,  or  a  hard  crease  down  the  center  perhaps  with  comer 
folds.  Crisp,  bright,  vivid  and  pleasing,  the  paper  as  made,  permitting.

Fair  -  Heavily  worn,  split,  holed,  up  to  10%  gone,  legibility  seriously  impaired.

Extraordinary  Fractional  Currency  Presentation  Book 


1354  Fractional  Currency  Presentation  Book.  (Photo)  ($8000-Up) 

In  May  of  1866,  Spencer  M.  Clark,  Superintendent  of  the 
National  Currency,  presented  a  small  number  of  gold  embossed 
albums  containing  31  Fractional  Currency  issues,  “....as  a 
memento  of  one  of  the  measures  this  Department  was 
compelled  to  use  in  sustaining  the  government  during  its  time  of 
trial...”.  Clark  felt  that  with  the  end  of  the  War  Between  the 
States,  the  need  for  such  issues  would  end,  and  the  volumes 
would  soon  become  “....interesting  as  a  historic  record.”  They 
were  given  to  President  Johnson,  Salmon  P.  Chase,  F.E.  Spinner, 
William  Seward,  Edwin  Stanton,  Gideon  Welles,  Hugh 
McCulloch,  James  Harlan,  James  Speed,  William  Dennison,  L.S. 
Foster,  William  P.  Fessenden  and  Schuyler  Colfax  as  indicated 
by  copies  of  letters  in  the  National  Archives.  A  14th  book  was 
known  to  have  been  given  to  Spencer  Clark.  All  of  the  books 
had  the  recipient’s  name  engraved  on  the  covers,  but  one 
additional  book  is  known  to  have  no  engraved  name.  The  notes 
contained  are  extraordinary  because  none  of  the  Second  or 
Third  Issue  examples  have  any  of  the  anti-counterfeiting  bronze 
surcharge  devices.  The  white  India  paper  is  seen  on  only  a  few 
notes  outside  of  these  presentation  albums.  Other 
characteristics  are  unique  to  notes  found  only  in  these  books.

We 
would  expect  a  strong,  above  estimate  price  on  this  interesting,  historical  and 
Extremely  Rare  item.

One  of  six  known  to  exist  outside  of  the  complete  set  donated  by  the  late  Philip 
H.  Chase  to  the  Smithsonian  Institution.  This  is  the  first  $10  that  we  have 
handled,  the  $5  and  $20  appeared  in  our  Richmond  sale  in  1987,  where  they 
brought  $1300  and  $2100  respectively.  These  plates  were  ordered  by  Joseph 
Walker,  a  silent  partner  in  Evans  and  Cogswell  (later  once  again  Walker,  Evans 
and  Cogswell  until  its  failure  in  1990)  a  stationery,  general  printing  and 
securities  firm  in  Charleston,  South  Carolina.  The  order  was  placed  with  Straker 
&  Sons  (merged  into  the  Ryman  group  in  1970)  and  the  plates  shipped  to 
Charleston,  where  they  were  intercepted  by  the  Union  Navy  and  brought  to  New 
York.  There  they  were  sold  as  contraband  of  war.  Most  of  these  $5  to  $500 
plates  for  the  backs  of  the  Confederate  currency  appear  to  have  been  melted. 
See  the  Numismatist  March  and  April  1950  for  the  Philip  H.  Chase  articles  on 
this  subject.

At  the  end  of  the  Civil  War,  Alabama  found  itself  without  a  currency. 
Confederate  treasury  notes,  state  notes  and  local  government  issues  all  become 
worthless  as  the  instruments  of  a  proscribed  rebellion.  Such  banks  as  were 
solvent,  had  their  notes  hoarded.  Private  scrip,  payable  in  Confederate  money 
was  not  only  worthless,  but  was  prohibited  by  Federal  laws  against  private  scrip. 
In  Tuscaloosa,  with  trade  dead  in  the  water  and  with  Federal  currency 
unavailable,  the  military  governor  authorized  two  persons  to  issue  notes  under 
“Military  authority*  as  a  temporary  expedient.  This  measure  was  cancelled  by 
the  War  Department  later  in  1865  and  this  experiment  in  occupation  money 
came  to  an  end.  We  should  note  that  Glascock  notes  are  much  rarer  than  R-6  as 
listed  by  Rosene,  since  this  is  the  only  one  seen  or  handled  by  us.

These  items  appeared  as  lot  1488  in  the  Affleck  Sale  of  January  1983,  where  they 
brought  $1550  plus  5%.  As  noted  then,  the  plates  are  copper  welded  to  a  lead 
base,  by  Lucas  &  Son  of  Baltimore.  The  first  three  have  a  slot  where  a  printed 
day  and  month  could  be  inserted;  the  50c  has  room  for  the  entire  date.  The 
modem  impressions  are  on  yellow  paper  and  the  originals,  graded  and  listed  in 
order  arc  VG,  a  small  tear,  foxed;  VG,  rough  edges,  small  holes;  VF,  plus,  foxed 
and  VG,  a  25mm  tear.  These  plates  were  literally  stumbled  upon  by  Mr.  Affleck 
in  a  metal  working  shop  in  Winchester,  where  they  had  been  sent  to  be  melted 
as  scrap  metal.  Four  were  given  to  another  Virginia  collector,  three  were 
presented  by  Mrs.  Margaret  Kcm,  Charlie's  sister,  to  the  City  of  Winchester  and 
these  to  Douglas  Ball.  The  residue  were  given  to  a  historical  society  whose 
director  sold  them  on  his  own  initiative  to  unknown  parties.
